“Hybrid Drawing” 
now available at BSA 


Hybrid Drawing/Techniques by Contemporary 
Architects and Designers, the new book by M. Saleh 
Uddin (published by John Wiley & Sons this year), 
is now available through the BSA’s publications 
service.

Uddin describes hybrid drawings as the fusion of 
two or more drawings that may include variations in 
scale, type of drawing, reprographic technique, and 
the use of repetition and overlapping elements. 
“Hybrids,” writes the author, “are the fusion and 
superimposition of diverse drawing types [ideas, 
media, techniques] intended to be seen as one 
drawing.” 


The intent of the book, Uddin writes, is to illustrate 
the strength of composite graphics in design 
presentation and he achieves this through the 
extensive use of color and black-&-white images. It 
is an intriguing survey.

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Filene's terra-cotta restoration 
honored by BSA 


The BSA Historic Resources Committee this year 
presents its 1999 Award for Historic Preservation to 
The May Company in recognition of its notable 
restoration of the terra-cotta facade of Filene’s 
department store in downtown Boston. 


Filene’s was designed by the office of Daniel H. 
Burnham of Chicago and, according to Historic 
Preservation Awards Program chair Robert Neiley 
AIA, “the moulded and glazed terra-cotta facades of 
this building are rare and magnificent examples of 
this type of design and construction.” Neiley notes 
that these facades had deteriorated significantly and 
their complete restoration represents an act of 
business confidence in downtown Boston and 
responsible stewardship of our architectural heritage. 


The restoration architect was also a Chicago firm, 
Wiss Janney Elstner Associates. A special awards 
event is now being planned; watch this space for 

details. 


The BSA Historic Resources Committee has been 
presenting this award annually since 1970 and recent 
recipients include the restoration of the USS 
Constitution, former State Senator Robert Durand 
for his leadership in drafting critical preservation 
legislation, Grace Episcopal Church in New Bedford 
for its post-fire restoration, and Robert Adam and 
the North Bennet Street School for its training of 
craftspeople in old building arts.

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How long should you keep 
project documents ? 


Following are series of guidelines offered periodically 
by the national office of the AIA and by attorney 
Ava Abramowitz, VP of Program Services for Victor 
O. Schinnerer & Company: 


© Keep a project file for as long as you are at risk 
of being called in a court to defend your services. In 
jurisdictions with no special statute or repose for 
improvements to real property, that, unfortunately, 
may mean forever...however, Massachusetts does 
have a statute of repose. 

© Keep your contract and all record documents — 
that is, final drawings and specifications — as well as 
the chronological file of progress reports and 
correspondence at least until the revelant state of 
limitations period passes. Files for any project that 
suffered an unusual number of design, construction, 
personality, or financial problems should be saved 
whenever possible. Similarly, priorities should be 
given to saving files for those projects in which new 
building products or systems or methods of 
applications were used. 

© Save all documents when you are the sole source 
of documents; assume that your client has kept 
nothing. 

© Integrate documents into your record set 
whenever possible. For example, a change-order can 
be securely stapled to the appropriate page of the 
architect’s record documents. 

© Save data that directly relate to translating ideas 
into design and design into construction including 
any notes that reflect your clients’ or consultants’ 
decisions to have you vary the design or details from 
your original proposal. 

© Take particular note of documents showing that 
your services, judgements, and decisions were in 
accordance with the applicable standard of care and 
your professional services contract. 

© Archiving computer files requires special 
attention. Specific procedures may include archiving 
a copy of the current version of the software with 
data files, placing back-up copies in separate 
locations, concern for magnetic interference, and a 
time limit on how long drawing files will be saved. 
© Make sure your archives will stand the test of 
time; fax paper, diazo prints, and some other media 


fade.

Do you have a professional 
degree? If not, read this 


As every American architect probably knows, in 
order to meet the National Council of Architectural 
Registration Boards (NCARB) education 
requirement, an architect licensed in the U.S. must 
hold a professional degree from a program accredited 
by the National Architectural Accrediting Board 
(NAAB) or the Canadian Architectural Certification 
Board (CACB) or have a CACB-certified 
professional degree from a Canadian university. (A 
list of NAAB-accredited schools is available from the 
BSA and on the Web at www.naab.org.) 


If you do not have a recognized professional degree, 
NCARB currently accepts one of four alternatives 
that relate to high-school diplomas supplemented by 
educational credits, EESA-NCARB evaluation 
reports certifying that you meet education 
requirements, and what NCARB refers to as 
“broadly experienced architect” evaluations. 


The important information is this: after June 30, 
2000, all of these alternatives to the professional 
degree requirement will expire except for the EESA- 
NCARB evaluation report process.

..[n my many daily travels around the country and New En- 
gland in particular, I see few if any exemplary building designs 
and wonder if the influence of the major architectural styles of 
Europe is still gaining in strength.
